In- 
tegritie ofnature muſt be in him that is perſonally 
righteous,fo was Udam,Enc and Chrit by creati- 
on: hence ſome conclude, that onely they three 
were created in the image of God,andnone other: 
for God (in the beginning ) made man righteous 
(rightcons in reſpect ofhis nature and being), and 
Chriit (afterward) as hee was man for the Spirit 
did ouerſhadow the Virgin,and purifie the matter 
and maſſe of which his humane body conſiſted, fo 
that it was perfe&t, and without the ſtaine of the 
leaſt originall ſinne. And againe, conformitie of 
aQion is alſo of neceſſitie, to make a man perſonal- 
ly and abſolutely righteous : the firſt 14am had 
c one, bur failed in the other; therefore becauſe 
he kept not the rule of iuſtice he was neuer actual- 


yea,the very rigour of it, either for puritic of na- 
ture, or holinefſe of conuerſation, and he onely, 
andnone buthee. Hence he is called, Jeſus Chriit 
the righteous : forhe was righteous cuery manner} 


of way. Andalthough the firſt may bee without 


the ſecond, yer the ſecond cannor be without the 
firſt; becauſe the larter(as an effe&,fſpringeth and| 


floweth from the former, as his true and proper 
(cauſe, Epheſ4.24. | 
nd thus bauing declared what perſonall right

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ceouſneſſe is, wee come to ſee what is meant by 


righteouſnefle imputed. 


Now imputed righteouſneſle,is thatrighteouſ. 
nefſe which is not in mans ſelfe, or from himſelfe, 
but from and by another znot by creation,but im- 
putation. This ſcemes to me to be prefigured by 
the skinnes,wherewith the Lord,after the fall, clo- 
thed our firſt Parents; the bodies of the beaſts 
were for ſacrifice,the skinnes to put them in mind, 
that heir owne righteouſneſſe was like the figge- 
leaves, imperfe@t ; and therefore they muſt bee 1u- 
ſtified another way, Yethoweuer that be, Paul is 
plaine for this diſtribution of double righteaul- 
neſſe: for (fairhhe) 7 labour not to be found in mine 
owne righteouſnes,which is by the Law, but that which 
s by faith in Chriit, Phil.z.9. So that it is manifeſt, 
there is an imputatiue,as wellas a perſonall righ- 
teouſneſſe. And here weare to note two things in 
righteouſneſſe imputed : firſt, what it is that ma- 
keth righteous : ſecondly,how or by what meanes 
weare made partakers of this that maketh vs righ- 
teous. The thing or matter is C4r4#t and his 0 
dience ; Chriit is made our righteonſneſſe,@c. 1.Cor. 
1.30. And we muſt hauc both his perſon and a&i-! 
ons to be the matter of our iuſtification : for we are 
conceiued in finne z therfore we muſt haue a righ- 
teoulneſle to ſatisfie the iuſtice ofthe Law in thart: 
for the parts of Diuinitie at the Creation, ſeeme to 
be Holineſle ofnature, and Perfe&ion of life; fo 
that this rule being iuſtand good, muſt be fully ſa- 
tisfied,cirher by our ſelues,or ſome other, elſe no 


fleſh ſhould be wſtified,or ſaued.Againe(l fay) his

And the reaſon is this : the Law after Adams fall 


thereof might be repaired the other, perfectly 0- 
beyed ; that,that was done, muſt be vadone; and 
that which was vndone, muſt bee done: and by 
whom? eucn by Chrizt our ſurety. And obſerue 
how fitly the aQtiue and paſſiue obedience of Chriſt 
anfwere theſe rwo: for his paſſion remooued the 
curſe,and his aftiuc obedicnce brings the bleſſing, 
and confirmes man being reconciled. And this ts 
that which the Apoſtle imendeth(though ſome a- 
therwiſe expornd the place) where he faith, 1f by, 
the death of Chriit(that is,his paſſiuc obedience) we 
be reconciledio God, when wee were enemies; much | 
more being recoxciled,we ſhall be ſaued byh1s life (that 
is,his.a&tiue obcdience); Rom.5.10. 
For the better vnderſtanding of this,letvs com- 
are Adam vntoa pot,or ſome ſuch carthen veſſell; 
oF is framed,molded,and well figured ; then it 
[is putintothe ouen or furnace,and hardned.Now 
fuppoſe thar this veſſell bee hir with a foote, and| 
daſhed in pieces before it was hardned z mult it 
not hauc a double a& to make it.perfe&, oneto 
mould it anew, another to ſeaſon and harden ir? 
Why, man by Creation was by God excellently 
framed ; but he was not hardned and confirmed by 
che obedience of the Law,but broken to pieces in 
rea himſelfe againſt ir: fo that nowhed -

derh in need of more than athis creation; for he is 
broken,therefore wants molding, and then harde- 
ning too; elſe notwithſtanding his caſe were mu- 
table,and his condition ſubic& to breaking till. 
Now the paſſive obedience of Chriſt doth frame 
him anew,that is,ſec him in that condition,where- 
{in he was at the firſt by creation;zand then his atiue: 
| obedicnce like the furnace, doth confirme and 
make hima veſſell vnchangeable, and fit for the 
Lords vſe for cuer. Anddoth it not ſtand with 
iuſtice, vhat death ſhould remooue death , and 
life procure life > I write my opinion (ſubmit-. 
ting my ſelfe to the iudgement ofthe reuerend 
and learned),that the ground of this error had its. 
__ from miſunderſtanding of perſonall 


righteouſneſle : for Adam was iuſt by creation, in 

pe of his eſſentiall propertics : butneuer actu- 
ally righteous in the obedience ofthe precepts by 
practiſe, fo that Adam was no finner, yet not iuſti- 

d: for not a ſinner and 4 righteous perſon are not 
equall and equiualent termes, they may not bee 
conuerted ; for Adam,though iuſt by creation, yer 
[not by ation; ſothar he did but anſwere to one 
{partof the rule, not the other, neither could hee, 
'vntill this created rightcouſneſſe had been produ- 
ced into a; foras the breach of the Law made 
lbim actually a finner & vniuſt, ſo the performance 
'of it would om made him aQually righteous, the 
[which he neuer was. The death. of Chriſt will:re- 
ſtore vs to that eſtate, from which we fell in Adam,

writeth to Philemon concerning Oneſimus )let vs(in 
all humiliric ofheart by the hand of faith) ſer both 
on Chriits ſcore. 

And thus muchfor the matter of our iuſtificati- 
on,by which we are made righteous. The manner 
how or by what meanes it is applied, followeth, 
and that is faith,and faith onely : for we are initified 
by faith onely,as by an initrumentall cauſe ; for faith 
aieth hold onthe obie& matcer of our juſtificati- 
on,Chriit and his obedience; and fo vniting the be- 
leeuer to him,hee is juſtified, though nor by his 
owne inherentand acuall righteouinefſe. So that 
God the Father ac of this ſatisfa&ion, as if 
we in our yn ons had,both for holineſle of

Vpright| Seemes to be a Metaphor tooke from 
a pillar,or thing that ſtandeth (as wee ſay)bolt vp- 
right,not inclining more one way than another;

of, This is a true note of one vpright in heart: for 
reſtitution is of abſolute neceffitie to righteouſnes; 
at the leaſt in reſolution and will, where wealth to 
reſtore is wanting.

The Apoſtles 
ſung Sk, priſon : The Theſſalonians receined 
the word with great ioy in affiiction. Did not ſomere- 


[ſperitie. Paul ye and gaue thankes with great 


turne home 7ejoycing, that they were counted worthie 
to ſuffer for the Name of Chriſt ? 106 ſaich, The righ- 
teous ſhall laugh atddeath. And Stephen had boldnes 
at his departure: And thete is neuer an ation in 
Chriſtianitie,but as cuery flower hath his ſmell, ſo 
ithath,and yceldeth comfort and conſolation: for 
all her waies are waies of pleaſure,and all her paths pro. 


reioycing and wonderfull is that ioy which the vp- 
right haue and doefeele, in theſc priuate and hid- 
den duties: for then the Lord reucileth himlſelfe 
moſt cleerely, anſwereth the poore petitioner fa- 
miliarly ; yea God, like man, giueth his greateſt 
gifts ro his deareſt children in priuate: for hee vp- 
braideth no mans perſon. And how haue the vp- 
right been raviſhed in minde,with the meditation 
of the gloric of God and his wonderfull workes ? 
Surely asa man beholding the Sunne witha cor- 
=_ eyc,in his brightnes,dazeleth, turneth back 
Lis face, and cannot endure it; ſo may the vpright 
man with the eye of his faith ſec ſuch ol 
in the Sonne - 7b has age wa for the time, he 
may he aſtonied, varie the obict, and fay, 1 haue 
enoueh. | 

Theſe things be ſecrer, yet moſt certaine and 
the reaſons be as cleere as the noone day. 

For firſt, his ſinne is pardoned: And is nota par- 
don to a poore condemned perſon, a thing that 
yeeldeth great ioy,vnſpeakable comfort > When

Againc,he is clothed with the righteous robes 
of Chriſt, and adorned with all the ſaving graces 
that are peculiar to the Lords people : and is not 
this a maxter ofmirth,great moment? Shall a man 
reioyce and march cheerctully,in being gamiſhed 
with the ornaments ofnature and be dead in the 
neſt, when hee is wrapped in this pure and white 
linnen 2 VVhart faith the Church in this reſpe&, 7 
will greatly reigyce in the Lord, and my ſoule ſhall be 
glad in my God : Why > for he hath clothed me with 
the garments of ſaluation,and conered me with the robe 
of righteouſnes ; he hath decked me like a bridegroome, 
and as a bride tireth her ſelfe with her iewels;, this is

good conſcience? Is not this 4 continual feaſt ? No 
colour ſo pleaſant to the eye,wine to the pallate,or 
any obie&to the outward ſenſe,as this is to the in- 
ner man, the reaſonable ſoule.

16h in all his troubles, that he ſhould liue and 71ſec 
againe : the belecuing Tewes in the expeRation of 
this , had ivy wnſpeatable glorious : Paul went on 
cheerefully in the aſſurance of the ſame. And(belo- 
ued)ler the world think what they will or can, here 
is the true roote and fountaine, out of which all 
found ioy and mirth ſpringeth,floweth. 

And is not here juſtly confuted,that opinion of! 
many in our daies,who thinke that Godlines is the 
dainper of all mirth, and cauſe of continuall for- 
row ? 0h (ſay ſuch) become ſo ſtrict, ſo preciſe ? then 
farewell ioy and” all true comfort ; for it bringeth n0- 
thing but melancholy and vexation of ſpirit. This is 
the Diuels old ſhift ro make men vnwilling to take 


a Chriſtian courſe. I remember that the Spies 
who came backe from Canaan, commended the 
countrey, but ſaid they ſaw great Giants and fen- 
ced Cities, to diſhearten thoſe which ſhould en- 
ter : and ſo doth Satan Gods Saints and ſeruants 
at this day. And when all is done,that can be done, 
the vpright man ſhall be the oy merry man :for 


this might confirmethe poynt,and conuince any 
perſon that thinketh otherwiſe. Why do not men 


the path to heauen,and ſee into the conſolations of 


his yoke is cafie,and his burthen light. Me thinkes| 


caſt off this courſe,jf there be no ioy in it,and take 
another? If weeſhould ſee a man that hath grear 


varietic of ſuites, ſtill weare one and the ſame,lay 
| 


— 
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the reſt by him, would wee not affirme, that hee is 
much affected with thathe weareth?1fa man haue 
diuers walkes in or about his Orchard, yet is al- 
waies found to be in one,&.no other; wil it not be 
concluded thathis delight in that exceedeth ? So 
the children of God ſtill weare one ſuite, keep one 
path; pleaſure or profit doth not alter them; then 
| may wee not abſolutely conclude, that they finde 
mirth in running the waies of Gods commands 
pleaſure in his precepts, and ioy in putting on the 
robes of rightcouſnes? 

But the common obieion is : None more ſad 
to ſee to,none leſſe chearctull ro behold, than ſuch 
as ſceme to be moſt religious,vpright-hearred. 

Why ? haue we not already heard,that their har- 
ueſt is ſecret, hidden ? For as in /avehter, the heart 
may be ſorrowfull ; ſo vnder a ſad countenance, the 
heart may be merry, And as the wicked haue ma- 
ny a ſecret ſting, the righteous feele not fo haue 
the vpright hidden comforts, that the wicked: 
know not. 

And itis the nature and very propertic of great 
things, in ſtead of laughter in the face, to cauſe 
great ioy in the heart. Let a man findearich Iewel 
or bagge of (iluer in-the ſtrecte,will he notgoe a- 
way with a compoſedand ſetled countenance,whe 
las another that Soojes at a trifle will fall a ſmi- 
ling? Haſt thou not ſeene one that drinkes ſtrong: 
hronowats his mouth, ſtroke the breaſt,and neuer 
change the former looke, and yet (peraduenture): 


another that drinkes but water, will ſmile, laugh | 


|  {andſceme a merry man ? The one doth warme and

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glad the hearr,the other only force a fained kinde 
of laughter. And ſcldome haſt thou ſeene a man 
(outwardly)merry in the fruition of great matters: 
neither doe wee reade of Chr:ſt, that hee (and who 
euer had greater cauſe?) in all his life time laugh- 
ed. The wine of the grape and water of life, will 
glad the ſoulc, and worke(inwardly)a depth of c6- 
- ;though it alwaies breake not foorth and be 
conſpicuous in the beholders : ſo rhe things of this 
we may make a man outwardly merry ; but this 
mirth is not ſound, conſtant, and will but end in 
mourning. 

Wee muſt conſider, that varying the obie&.al- 
tereth the mindes motion, and produceth thereby 
diucrſitic of effte&s in mans outward diſpoſition, 
Let the infantin the mothers arme,caſt its eyes on 
ſome bugbeare, will itnorfall acrying ? yer let it 
looke the bearer in the face;then, anone, it will 
laugh, reioyce, and fall to ſmiling : ſo when the vp- 
right man conſidereth the many and ſtrong cor. 
ruptions that be in him the greatnes and number 
offinacs thathaue proceeded from him; the lon 
time and extraordinary meanes of grace that ha 
been abuſed by him ; he cannot but be troubled 
in heart, and hang downe the head: but on the 
contrary,when hee calleth ro minde, that God ac- 
cepts the weak and ſincere endeuour for the deed ; 
how Chriſt is his perteQion; and that the Spirit 
will one day cleane difſolue & root out the curſed 
worke of Satan,and finiſh the good work of grace 
he hath begun in him: then' he gathereth comfort, 


plucketh vp-his heart, and is a right merry man. 
| He 
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He hath his daies wherein he is a man of ſorrow; 
as,at his firſt conuerſion, when the ſoule is trauel- 
ling of the New-birth,with many a ſigh and deepe 
groane: againe in ſome deſertion, violent tenta- 

tion, or time of Gods fiery triall and probation. 
And finally,when the walls of Ieruſalem lie waſte; 
the ſepulchres of his Fathers be ruinated, and the 
courle of Religion infringed, corrupted ; then his 
fighes are mar, , and his heart is heauy.Neh.2.3. 

But what for all this ? Is not the doctrine ſound? 

Yes: for joy ſhall breake foorth in the morning, 


ce will come,and thy bitter reares ſhall be as a 
treſh and coole ſpring to a wearic and thirſtie tra- 
ueller, ro comfort thine ouer-ryred ſpirit. And I 
dareſer downe this peremprtorie concluſion, that, 
In the greateſt miſerie,the vpright man s the ſubie(t of| 
all true mirth; the only merry man : for the cauſe of 
his ioy is alwaies great and conſtant, though the 
effes be not proportionable. 

Againe, this doQtrine may fſerue to tric if our 
toy be ſound,and our mirrh ſuch as is of moment : 
doth it ſpring from the vprightnes of thy heart ? 
and art thou righteous in all thy courſes? why then 


thouart the merry man indeed, elſe not : Wicked 
men may laugh, bur (alas !) they haue little cauſe: 
The bread of deceir may make ſome perſons plea- 
fant for the preſent; bur death will be in the por; 
their {weete morſels muſt be vomited vp againe, 
and become as grauel! in their mouthes. Ler ſuch 
reioyce, but woe to them, for they ſhall one day 
waile and weepe ; therr laughter ſhall be turned into 
prourning,their wine towormewood. And who would 
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not wonder (but that their hearts are ſeared) that 
they haue any figureor ſhew of mirth and gladnes 


 Jhere on earth among his enemies, and ſingeth his 


at all > But we will omit them, and commilſerate 
chem,ſecing their ioy isnot ſound:and ſudden for. 
row ſhall ſurely follow. 

| And if the vpright man be the only merry man 


Hebrew ſongs, with delight, in a ſtrange land : Then 
what ioy ſhall he haue in heauen, in the preſence 
of the' Lord, and communion of all the bleſſed 
Saints and Angels? Can the Apprentice reioyce| | 
in his bondage,and not in his freedome? Shall the 
captiue _ his ſhackels? what will he do when 
the priſon doore is opened, and hee art libertie? If 
Danid could dance before the Arke, how will hee 
leape before the Lambe 2 Shall Petey cry our, 1t «| 
good to be here, (being but in the transfiguration) ? 
Oh! what will hee ſay,when and where hee is not 
deceined? Is it poſſible for an Hebrew to ſing and 
play in Babylon ? and not be rauiſhed with joy in 
the houſe of Bethel ? will ſtrangers doe thus ha 
home? what then will they doe in the heauen of 
heauens ? And how ſhould this carry the minds of 
the vpright to thinke of their Jatter end,to deſire 
the comming of the Lord, and reſtauration of all| 
things? Truly this, if ic were felt in part, taſted 
here below, and ſeriouſly thought vpon, it would 
fill the heart with ioy vnutterable N xrkouer 
our Pauls long to be looſed,and 1obns to crie,Come 
Lord Ieſus,come quickly. The little experience that 
we haue, what ioy is in an vpright hearthere,muſt 
make vs wonder at that which ſhall be in-heauen
